It  has  always  been  my  contrition  that  medal  collectors  share  their 
knowledge  with  fellow-enthusiasts  all  too  infrequently.  Often  this 
knowledge  comes  only  with  decades  of  experience  and  inquiry,  associa¬ 
tion  with  numerous  other  collectors,  and  a  desire  to  unravel  the 
seemingly  endless  mysteries  found  upon  the  fascinating  array  of 
numismatic  specimens  all  around  us. 

Therefore,  I  am  starting  this  series  of  expositions,  to  the  best 
of  my  own  knowledge  and  inquiry,  to  "Lift  the  Veil"  of  mystery  so-to- 
speak  from  pieces  that  are  not  self-evident  on  the  faces  of  their 
designs--either  in  their  legends  or  symbolism,  or  both. 

Please  do  not  hesitate  to  correct  me  or  to  add  to  anything  I  may 
devolve  upon,  as  I  certainly  will  be  incomplete,  and  my  memory  may  at 
times  be  far  from  faultless.  I  will  invite  any  other  explanations 
for  this  series,  and  credit  will  always  be  given  to  those  giving  such 
explanations  or  clues. 

It  is  also  hoped  that  the  readership  will  give  us  their  "cryptic" 
abbreviations,  legends  or  symbols  in  the  hope  we  may  uncover  further 
the  mysteries  that  surround  them.  All  correspondence  can  be  addressed 
to  me  at  my  home:  Gary  C.  Krug,  502  N.  Waiola  A  ve .

BENGAL  FURNACES  -  This  name,  accompanied  by  a  Bengal  Tiger  design, 
was*  'issued  by  the  Floyd- We  11s  Company  of  Royersford,  Pennsylvania. 

One  I  have  seen,  in  Bronze  Gilt,  had  the  tiger  stalking  right  with  a 
palm  branch  along  the  left  arc  of  the  circular  medal.  It  had  a  lug- 
type  (integral  loop  with  horizontal  opening)  suspender  at  the  top,  and 
may  have  been  meant  to  be  utilized  as  a  watch- fob. 

REVENUE  OFFICER  -  "Ask  The  Revenue  Officer"  was  the  slogan  of  the 
H.  M.  Rose  Company’s  distillery  of  819  Chestnut  St.,  Chattanooga, 
Tennessee.  They  also  had  a  branch  at  77  So.  Broad  St.  in  Atlanta, 
Georgia.  Their  advertising  issues  usually  had  an  elaborate  rose  plant 
design  (flowers,  buds  and  leaves),  and  may  be  found  with  either  address. 

Reference  to  the  "Revenue  Officer"  probably  alludes  to  that 
official  being  able  to  substantiate  from  tax  records  that  the  brand 
in  question  was  a  large  seller  and  hence  a  popular  brand. 

One  of  their  issues  was  an  encased  bronze-gilt  circul0.r  medal  in 
a  copper  frame  consisting  of  a  wreath  with  lug  suspender  at  the  top, 
and  ribbon  ties  at  the  bottom.  Design  of  the  medal,  which  could 
possibly  turn  up  separately,  had  an  adaptation  of  the  Arms  of  Georgia 
taken  from  the  Great  Seal  of  this  State.  It  has  the  tri-pillarcd 
design  with  the  "Constitution"  Arch  and  "Justice"  reversed  suspended 
lower  arch. 

Behind-  these  arches  are  elements  of  design  not  found  on  the  Great 
Seal,  such  as  mountains,  house,  etc. — at  least  in  comparison  with  the 
Great  Seal  design  of  1799  which  I  am  using  for  comparison.  Around 
this  on  the  medal  is  "Georgian  Home  Coming"  and  below  the  platform 
is  the  date,  "1906".  The  reverse  gives  the  Atlanta  address  of  the 
company.  On  the  ribbon  ties  is  "Oct.  /  10-13"* 

One  would  then  assume  that  they  supplied  these  medals  as  mementos 
of  this  1906  gathering.  Not  enough  Information  is  given  as  to  just 
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what  kind  of  gathering  this  was,  so  perhaps  some  of  the  readers  cs 
supply  this  information.

FIRST  LOVE  -  This  is  presumably  a  slogan  or  brand  name  belonging  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  Biscuit  Company.  Another  of  their  slogans  was, 
"Leaders  in  Fine  Confectionery”.  The  words  "First  Love"  are  used  In 
conjunction  with  a  design  of  a  little  girl  and  a  little  boy  in  formal 
19th  Century  finery.  She  is  shown  in  a  garden  with  flowers  gathered 
up  in  her  apron,  while  he  draws  her  to  him,  putting  his  hand  on  the 
one  with  which  she  holds  up  her  apron.  Her  other  hand  holds  a  note 
concealed  around  her  back. 

One  medal  observed  was  in  the  form  of  a  four-leafed  clover,  and 
had  a  small  loop  between  the  upper  two  petals. 

7J5  -  This  number  has  a  peculiar  significance,  and  is  usually  shown  in 
conjunction  with  a  cannon  design  or  a  spoked  wheel  (taken  from  a  cannon 
wheel).  It  refers  to  the  famous  World  War  I,  French  75  milimeter 
cannon,  which  was  the  basic  artillery  piece  of  the  French  Army. 

I  have  seen  this  on  the  cannon  barrel  of  a  cut-out  design  on  a 
back-drop  of  French  Tri-color  banners  crossed.  It  was  also  observed 
on  the  hub  of  a  spoked  wheel  of  fourteen  spokes- — each  of  which  con¬ 
tained  a  single  letter  to  spell  out  VICTORIE  FINALS,  it  is  believed 
that  these  are  some  of  the  badges  and  medals  of  the  patriotic  years 
of  1914-1918. 

R.A.M.  -  This  abbreviation  still  puzzles  those  unfamiliar  with  Masonry, 
and  it  is  found  on  all  sorts  of  badges,  medals,  crosses,  etc.  It  means 
"Royal  A^ch  Masons",  and  the  abbreviation  is  commonly  found  on  Masonic 
Chapter  Pennies,  after  the  Chapter  number. 

IC.jCR.__  -  This  is  another  Masonic  abbreviation,  signifying  the  "Knights 
Templets".  It  Is  also  found  on  various  medals,  badges,  crosses,  eto. 

It  is  also  associated  with  the  design  of  a  cross  with  its  lower  arm 
through  a  crown--the  cross  usually  being  at  an  angle  lower  left  to 
upper  right. 

B.JB.  -  One  explanation  (I  Shall  omit  the  French  film  star)  is  "Boy’s 
Brigade".  .1  believe  that  the  group  is  a  British  one,  and  it  is 
usually  used 'with  an  anchor  design  with  "Sure"  across  the  stock  and 
"Steadfast"  between  the  flukes. 

FIDELITY  ZEAL  OBEDIENCE  -  These  are  the  three  words  used  on  the  re¬ 
verse  of  the  official  United  States  Good  Conduct  Medal,  and  also  the 
United  States  Marine  Corps  Good  Conduct  Medal.  The  former  has  the 
three  words  going  around  from  upper  left  to  upper  right  upon  a  flat 
field..  The  obverse  has  the  ship  "Constitution"  within  a  rope  border 
with  "United  States  Navy"  around  this,  but  inside  a  chain  border. 

One  of  the  reasons  I  mention  this,  is  that  nowhere  on  the  design 
are  the  words  "Good  Conduct"  found.  Also,  prior  to  about  five  or  ten 
years  ago,  the  medal  was  simply  holed  with  a  jumpring  attachment  to 
a  slotted  bar  through  which  the  suspension  ribbon  passed.  It  seems, 
judging  by  the  specimens  found  in  coin  dealer’s  coin  holders,  a  good 
many  of  these  came  loose  from  this  suspension,  and  are  found  detached 
from  the  wearing  portion,  either  with  or  without  the  jumpring  affixed 
to  it. 

The  dealers  were  hard  put  to  describe  it  properly  for  the  reason 
given  above.  Now  the  medal  has  an  extruded  integral  loop  directly 
attached  to  a  large  ribbon  ring,  and  this  seems  less  likely  to  come 
apart.  This  applies  also  to  the  Marine  Corp.  Medal. 
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The  Marine  Corps  version  has  the  th^ee  words  in  question,  laid 
out  similarly,  but  upon  a  raised  circlet.  The  Obverse  design  has  a 
Marine  Corps  gunner  at  the  breech  of  his  cannon  with  "United  States 
Marine  Corps"  around  this  design. 


An  Interesting  observation  here  is  that  I  have  rarely  seen  the 
design  with  the  incorrect  reverses  muled  to  the  wrong  obverses.  One 
would  observe  that  this  would  not  be  too  difficult  to  happen  over 
their  long  years  of  issuance,  and  that  the  medal  manufacturer  can  be 
partially  excused  for  such  a  mixup. 


To  be  entirely  complete,  I  must  add  that  the  Marine  Corps  reverse 
was  also  used  as  the  reverse  of  the  much,  rarer  Marine  Corps  Reserve 
Medal  (not  the  current  model  in  the  Armed  Forces  Reserve  series  for 
the  Marine  Corps.),  and  the  even  rarer*  Fleet  Marine  Corps  Reserve 
Medal.  These  pieces  have  these  respective  names  on  the  upper  portion, 
without  the  word  "medal",  over  a  design  of  three  marching  men. 

F. C.L.  or  FRATERNITY,  CHARITY.  LOYALTY  *  This  was  tho  motto  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  The  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  the  Women's  Relief  Corps.  The  letters  themselves  are 
often  found  superimposed  or*  intertwined  alone.  This  motto  refers 
to  the  aims  of  these  organizations,  and  is  found  on  almost  all  of 
their  medals,  badges,  etc. 


WOODEN  CARS,  FAMOUS  SUBWAY  AT  END  OF  LINE 

A  three-car  wooden  subway  train  crammed  with  railroad  buffs 
bounced  out  of  the  Jay  Street  station  in  downtown  Brooklyn,  New  York 
sometime  after  11:30  P.M.  on  October  3rd,  1969.  Chugging  and  lurching, 
the  train  plodded  along  two  miles  of  soot-blackened,  elevated  tracks, 
past  tenement  windowsills  so  close  an  outstretched  arm  could  almost 
brush  them,  past  the  abandoned  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  past  empty  stores 
on  the  fringe  of  Bedford-Stuyvosant .  Twenty- four  minutes  later,  the 
train  trundeled  into  Brooklyn's  Williamsburg  section.  This  trip 
represented  the  last  run  for  the  Myrtle  Avenue  Elevated — the  last 
Nineteenth  Century  subway  line  in  America. 

The  Myrtle  Avenue  subway  cars,  probably  the  only  wooden  cars  still 
in  use  In  North  America,  were  old  when  introduced  in  1904,  but  the 
elevated  tracks,  put  up  in  1889*  could  support  nothing  heavier,  so  for 
65  years  the  three-car  wooden  trains  with  their  straw  seats  and  worn 
leather  straps  constituted  a  singular  transit  line. 

The  trains  rarely  topped  speeds  of  35  m.p.h.  "These  trains  are 
so  slow,"  says  a  motorman,  "that  pigeons  don't  even  bother  to  fly 
away  when  they  see  us  coming.  They  just  walk  off  the  tracks  real  slow. 


Time  has  caught  up  with  the  Myrtle  Avenue  Elevated.  The  Transit 
Authority,  citing  a  sharp  decline  in  usage  and  an  3890,625  operating 
loss  last  year,  feels  the  line  is  beyond  redemption.  The  69  wooden 
cars  will  be  sold  to  museums  and  amusement  parks.  The  line's  eight 
wooden  stations  will  be  dismantled,  and  the  35  blocks  of  elevated 
tracks  will  be  demolished,  bringing  something  people  have  not  seen 
since  1889 — unobstructed  sunlight  on  Myrtle  Avenue. 
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"There  is  only  one  trouble  with  resisting  temptation.  It  may 
never  come  again." 


GOAL  COMPACT  SCRIP 
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"Coal  Company  Scrip"  is  the  latest  book  release  in  the  token 
field,  according  to  an  announcement  by  Valter  Caldwell,  Box  29, 
Fayetteville,  Vest  Virginia  25840,  the  publisher. 

Following  five  years  of  research,  every  coal  company  that  issued 
metal  scrip  tokens  has  been  listed  in  the  publication.  In  addition, 
a  brief  history  of  coal  mining,  illustrations  of  scrip,  and  other 
items  of  information  for  collectors  will  be  included  in  the  publica¬ 
tion.  The  book  will  include  information  on  the  various  manufacturers 
of  scrip  and  a  retail  valuation  will  be  included. 


A  unique  part  of  the  book  will  be  the  check-list  in  which  each 
collector  can  show  the  items-- of  scrip  that  he  has  in  his  personal 
collection.  The  took  will  be  punched  so  that  it  can  be  included  in 
a  loose  leaf  binder. 

Catalog  numbers  have  been  assigned  to  each  company  so  that 
collectors  and  dealers  will  be  able  to  make  full  use  of  the  book. 
Vith  the  approximate  1500  companies  listed  and  with  seven  listings 
for  each  catalog  numbrr,  ^approximately  10,500  catalog  numbers  have 
been  shown  in  the  publication. 


The  books  were  scheduled  for  release  during  the  first  part  of 
September,  1969,  and  can  be  ordered  direct  for  ’55 *95  from  the  publisher. 
A  special  discount  will,  be  allowed  for  dealers  ordering  ten  or  more 
copies . 


The  book  is  printed  by  offset,  and  was  to  contain  approximately 
ninety  pages.

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THE  STORY  BEHIND  THE  COMMEMORATIVE  AIRMAIL  ELONGATED  0ct.’69

On  May  15,  1918,  a  Curtiss  Jenny  Biplane,  with  only  90  horsepower, 
took  off  from  Washington  on  the  first  trip  for  United  States  Airmail 
Service,  The  initial  run  was  from  Washington,  D.C.  to  New  York  City, 
via  Philadelphia.  The  plane  was  piloted  by  Lt.  George  L.  Boyle  of 
the  United  States  Army.  The  number  "38262"  was  painted  on  the  sides 
of  the  plane.  The  flight  was  cause  for  embarrassment  for  the  new 
aerial  postal  service,  because  when  it  took  off  from  Washington  (amid 
cheers  from  President  Woodrow  Wilson  and  other  dignitaries),  it  flew 
in  the  wrong  direction.  This  was  due  to  a  faulty  compass.  It  landed 
in  Waldorf,  Maryland- -about  twenty  miles  South  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Luckily,  the  Washington  bound  flight  from  New  York  City,  on  that 
same  day  came  thru  on  schedule,  so  it  was  the  first  official  day  of 
Airmail  Service.  In  Washington  there  were  130  Boy  Scouts  on  bicycles 
ready  to  deliver  the  mail  when  it  arrived  from  New  York  on  that  first 
day  of  service~-May  15th,  1918. 

A  24^  stamp  was  issued  in  19 18  for  this  new  service.  The  24^ 
cost  of  this  stamp  not  only  covered  the  Airmail  fee,  but  also  the  cost 
of  Special  Delivery  to  the  addressee.  The  stamp  showed  an  old  air¬ 
plane.  One  sheet  of  100  of  these  stamps  was  printed  inverted  in  error. 
The  upside  down  airplane  stamp,  is  now  worth  more  than  ,')20,000.  each. 

U.S.  Postmaster  General  Lawrence  P.  O’Brien  has  announced  that  a 
ten  cent  Airmail  postage  stamp,  with  the  reproduction  of  a  Curtiss 
Jenny  Biplane  will  be  released  on  May  15th,  1968  to  commemorate  the 
50th  Anniversary  of  regularly  scheduled  Airmail  service.  Also  on  this 
day,  a  new  elongated  coin  was  released  to  commemorate  the  anniversary. 
The  elongated  shows  a  reproduction  of  the  Curtiss  Jenny  Biplane,  simi¬ 
lar  to  the  one  to  appear  on  the  stamp.  Art  work  for  the  elongated  was 
done  by  Don  Dow.  The  wording  on  the  coin--"U.S.  Airmail  Service  / 

1918  1968  /  May  15  /  50th  Anniversary”.  Also  appearing  on  the  plane 
is  the  number  "38262”,  Dottie  Dow  is  the  manufacturer. 


It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Airmail  service  was  established 
only  fifteen  years  after  the  Wright  Brothers  made  their  first  powered 
and  controlled  flight.  Some  will  say  that  mail  was  carried  by  air 
prior  to  1915.  This  is  TRUE.  In  1911  there  were  some  "Pioneer  Bird- 
men”  (as  pilots  were  referred  to  those  days),  who  would  carry  an 
occasional  bag  or  two  of  mail,  but  this  was  for  publicity  only,  with 
No  Cost  to  the  government.  It  was  these  trips,  however,  that  attracted 
the  attention  of  Congress,  and  they  approved  a  bill  in  February,  1916, 
appropriating  }1 00,000.  for  the  Post  Office  Department  to  commence  an 
experimental  airmail  route  between  Washington  and  New  York  City,  via 
Philadelphia. 


It  was  Oapt.  Benjamin  B.  Lipsner  of  the  United  States  Army  Signal 
Corp,  who  finally  obtained  approval  for  the  first  mail  trips  made  in 

1918.

One  of  the  outstanding  tests  of  the  courage  and  public  spirit 
exhibited  by  Chicago  policemen  came  on  May  4,  1886,  during  the  bloody 
anarchist  riot  in  Chicago's  Raymarkct  Square. 

A  monument  to  the  police  of  that  lay  still  stands  in  Haymarket 
Square  (Northeast  corner  of  Randolph  St.  and  the  Kennedy  Expressway), 
and  now  dominates  the  obverse  of  a  new  Centennial  medal  issued  in 
tribute  to  the  Chicago  Policemen's  Benevolent  Association. 

The  50  millimeter,  silverolated  brass  medal  was  issued  May  14th, 
1968  to  mark  the  100th  year  of  the  formation  of  the  Policemen’s  Benevo¬ 
lent  Association.  It  was  designed  by  Louis  L.  Okmin,  and  struck  by 
A.  E.  Lorioli'  Fratelli  in  Milan,  Italy. 

At  the  time  of  the  riot,  a  strike  was  taking  place  at  the  McCormich 
meat  packing  plant  in  Chicago,  On  the  previous  day,  several  men  had 
been  killed  by  the  police  during  a  riot  at  the  plant.  The  May  4th 
meeting  was  called  at  the  Haymarket  by  a  group  of  international 
anarchists  living  in  Chicago,  and  had  as  its  object  a  protest  against 
police  violence. 


The  police  attempted  to  disperse  the  meeting.  During  the  ensuing 
riot  a  bomb  was  thrown  which  killed  seven  policemen  and  wounded  twenty- 
seven.  Eight  anarchists  attending  the  meeting  were  arrested  and 
charged  with  being  accessories  to  the  crime,  inasmuch  as  they  had  pub¬ 
licly  and  on  frequent  occasions,  advocated  such  violence. 

The  eight  were  tried  and  found  guilty  of  the  bomb  throwing.  Seven 
were  sentenced  to  death  and  one  to  imprisonment.  Eventually  four  were 
hanged,  one  committed  suicide,  the  death  sentence  of  two  was  changed 
to  life  imprisonment,  and  the  sentence  of  the  other  was  changed  to  a 
fifteen  year  term. 

In  1893 3  the  three  who  were  in  prison  were  pardoned  by  the  Governor 
of  Illinois— John  Peter  Altgeld,  on  several  grounds—the  most  important 
of  which  was  that  110  evidence  had  been  presented  at  the  trial  actually 
connecting  the  defendants  with  the  throwing  of  the  bomb. 
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GAMING  TOKENS 

Dollar  Gaming  Tokens  were  first  introduced  by  the  Franklin  Mint 
in  1 965,  as  a  replacement  for  the  fast  disappearing  silver  dollar.  The 
first  user  (and  still  the  largest)  was  Harrah’s  of  Reno  and  Lake  Tahoe, 
Nevada.  By  the  end  of  1965*  27  of  Nevada's  leading  casinos  were  using 
Dollar  Gaming  Tokens  minted  by  the  Franklin  Mint,  and  approximately 
a  dozen  other  casinos  were  using  tokens  produced  elsewhere. 

As  1966  rolled  around,  the  silver  dollars  had  disappeared  completely 
from  circulation,  and  more  casinos  decided  to  join  the  token  parade. 

By  mid-year,  every  major  casino  in  the  Las  Vegas  area,  and  nearly  all 
the  important  casinos  in  other  parts  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  had 
ordered  their  own  private  dollar  gaming  tokens  struck  at  the  Franklin 
Mint.  Of  those  who  had  been  using  tokens  produced  elsewhere,  all  but 
a  very  small  number  decided  to  switch  over.  Of  the  27  casinos  who  used 
1965  tokens,  23  issued  new  tokens  for  1 966--usually  with  a  minor  design 
variation.  The  most  common  change  from  1965  to  1966  was  the  change 
from  a  border  with  raised  letters  to  a  border  with  depressed  letters, 
making  them  easier  to  stack  and  handle  on  the  gaming  tables.  A  few 
casinos  preferred  to  stick  to  the  old  style  border  on  their  1966  issues.

By  early  Pall,  1966,  the  Pranlclln  Mint  had  reached  its  limit  for 
the  year— 72  different  Dollar  Gaming  Tokens  including  64  casinos  in 
Nevada  plus  8  gaming  establishments  in  ’Other  parts  of  the  Western  Hemis¬ 
phere.  Of  the  eight  foreign  gaming  establishments,  one  is  a  race  tra.ck 
(the  famous  Caliente  track  in  Mexico),  and  the  other  seven  are  casinos. 
Six  of  these  eight  tokens  bear  English  legends,  and  two  bear  Spanish 
legends— but  all  are  used  in  lieu  of  one  U.S.  dollar  for  gaming  purposes. 


Although  throe  different  sizes  were  used  in  1965?  all  of  the  Gaming 
Tokens  minted  by  the  Franklin  Mint  in  1966,  are  of  the  same  standard 
size--slightly  less  than  l|"  in  diameter.  Each  token,  however,  has  a 
different  coded  reeding  pattern  around  the  edge.  This  technique  was 
perfected  by  the  Franklin  Mint  to  help  the  casinos  identify  tokens  in 
a  stack  and  to ‘stymie  potential  counterfeiters. 

All  of  the  1966  tokens  are  dated,  with  the  exception  of  Ha r rah1 s , 
which  can  be  easily  distinguished  from  its  1965  counterpart  by  its  size. 


The  silver-colored  1966  tokens  were  struck  in  Franklinium  II,  and 
the  gold-colored  1966  tokens  were  struck  in  Franklin  Nickel-Brass—both 
exclusive  non-magnetic  alloys  of  the  Franklin  Mint  containing  unusual 
combinations  of  copper,  nickel  and  columbium.  The  special  formulae  are 
used  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  deterring  counterfeiting. 

The  regular  run  of  these  Dollar  Gaming  Tokens  varied  from  10,000 
to  325?000  pieces.  In  addition  most  of  the  casinos  ordered  proofs  and 
proof  like  specimens  of  their  issues.
